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Stiil yet., the Examiner has argued thai ";ajs ihe bucket of Ferguson is linked 10 
the user portal, any incorporation of the bucket into a toolbar (as done by Sheldon) 
therefore links the toolbar to the user portal" (see Page i 1 of the Office Action). 

Applicant respectfully disagrees and again poims oiu thai Sheldon merely 
discloses that a "user can drat; and drop a toolbar associated with [an] application 
window on some other area . . .on the display screen 300," such that ''a deskbar is 
automatically created containing the toolbar" (see Col. 20. lines i-6), which clearly only 
relates to creating a deskbar that contains a selected toolbar. Applicant respectfully 
asserts that merely allowing a user to drag and drop a toolbar on some area of a display 
screen, where a deskbar containing the toolbar is created, as in Sheldon, fails to support 
the Examiner's allegation that Sheldon teaches 'incorporation of the bucket into a 
toolbar''' (emphasis added}. To this end, the excerpts from Ferguson and Sheldon, as 
relied on by the Examiner, do not meet ''linking the toolbar 10 a porta! of a user."' as 
claimed. 

With respect to independent Claim 38, applicant notes the Examiner has relied on 
Co!. 21, lines 3-6 from the Bascovn reference to make a prior an showing of applicant" s 
claimed 'linking the toolbar to a portal of ihe user on a remote server coupled to the 
computer via network upon the user signing on." Specifically, the Examiner has argued 
that "Bascom teaches the use of sign on buttons in a web browser toolbar to allow access 
to secure information." 

First, applicant respectfully asserts that merely allowing access to secure 
mfoimation as noted by the Fvnmnet fails *o use to the kne! of .specificity of 
applicant's claimed " Itnkmq the toolbar to a portal of the use? on a reunite senei 
coupled to the computet \ fa netwotk upon the tisei snmin» on ' { emphasis added), as 
claimed Second applicant tespeufulh assetts that the excerpt ftom Bascom tehed on 
b\ the Fvamwet onlv gutually discloses that a "client logon button IOS0 initiates a 
connection between the client tool 220 and one or mote set vers 30 " \ppiteaut notes that 
such e\cefpi fin the! teaches ihat "[fjhe client toolbat 1010 includes a numbei of Od '1 
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buttons that mutate various functions of the client tool 220 " templets added) ( "karh , 
Rascom only disc loses connecting; a chent tool Jo a sen ei and not " linking the toolbar to 
a portal oi (he met upon the usei signmg on {emphasis added* as claimed

Applicant respectful I v assetts that at least the third clement of th-- fu< a 
case of obviousness lias not been met since the puoi art evceipts, as tehed upon b\ the 
fxammei fail to reach ot .suggest ai| ot the claim limitations, as noted above 1 bus, a 
notice of allovvancc oi a ptopci pnot ait shovung of all of applicant's claim limHaiions in 
combination with the icmammg claim elements is respectfully requested 

\pphcant fuithei notes that the puoi att is abo deficient with respect to the 
dependent claims bot example w ith respect to dependent Claim 2 et ai the Examiner 
has again idled on Col 21, lines t-b bom tli^ Ba->eom icfeience to make a puoi art 
show mg oi applicant's claimed "toolbai ftharj includes a sign on button vsheiun the 
toolbai Sinks to the pottal upon the usci signing m " Specifically the ! hammer has 
atgued that ' Ba&com teaches the ti.se of stun on buttons in a web biov\set toolbar to allow 
access to secure information." 

Fust applicant tespecthtlK a^etts that meioh allowing access to sccuic 
infonnation a? noted bs the P\amma fails *o use to the lev e! of specific uv of 
applicant's claimed ' toolbar [that] hnks to the poital upon the uses Miming uf (emphasis
